tage of In the history of this country.'

Lioeal rallway oMeinls are rejuctant to
discuss the matter, as they feel that it fa a
matter that does not voncern them. The
Great Western Is o road that dees not oper-
ate in this territory and ¢, therefore, not a
cloge rival of the Omaha roads, The ex-
istence of & company for carrying on o sep-
arate business within n raliroad corporation
I8 a clrcumutance sald to be unknown Lo
weslern roads, 1t Is pot known, al Jenst,
that any such Institution exists nmong west-
ern roads, and such a praoctice by tho Great
Western rallway 18 regarded na illegitimate
rallroading.

The highest rallroad officials of the Omaha
roads are all away from the city at this
time, and thelr oplnions on the eubject
cannot he learned. A prominent official of the
Unlon Pactfic sadd yvesterday morning, when
asked his opinlon re ;r.arrtim, the Stlckney
matler: It would be rather indeliente for
us to say anything concerning the matter.
The Great Western Is not a competitor of
ourd, and the subject that & being so much
discuzued Is purely a matter of the roads
east of the Migsourl river. The existence
of such a company for ecarrying on trade
{8 an unbeard of thing In rallroad
olreles, 1 do not belleve that there ls gpuch
an organization within any other western
road. It is certainly not legitimate rail-
roading, and 1 don't belleve that the best
rallread men wonld countenance such a
thing. 1 think the emphatic remarks of
Chalrman Morrison on the subject at the
conclugion -of the meeting of the comimis-
slon were most appropriate'

An ofllcial of the 13, & M, who
cloge to Cencral Manager Holdrege, sald:
“The entrance of a rallway company lito
the grain business for the purpose of se-
curing shipments of grain is an unheard of
thing, It Is not honorable. It i not legiti-
mate.'
